I a m not a New Dea ler, loca lly or 
in na tiona l a ffa irs, a nd ma de no 
secret of my oposition to the sta m ­ 
ina -destroy ing socia l security pro­ 
gra m ! believe in loca l, not federa l 
responsibility for wha t ha ppens to 
our people. And in my judgement a 
modern libera l is rea lly a rea ction­ 
a ry who brings ba ck the da y s of 
government control over priva te life.

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Early Treatment for Arthrits Is 
Advised to Avoid Permanent Effect 


Most of u s are inclined to make 
light of a “stiffness.” It may come 
from walking or standing too long. 
Stiffness in the arms or hands may 
be cau ses by ex cessiv e stretching or 
by 
lifting 
heav y 
o bjects—things 
that also may cau se a stiff back. 
Su ch discomfort is o ften dismissed 
as a slight, thou gh p ailfu l anno y ­ 
ance that “will wear off." 
Stiffness jnay be one of the first 
warnings of rfrthritLs, an infla- 
mation of the joints. Unfo rtu nately , 
the warning is sometimes ignored 
u ntil the disease has taken hold 
and p raev ention of the crip p ling 
or defority that it cau ses may be 
difficu lt. Any one who has p ain, 
stiffness or swelling in a 
joint 
shou ld go immediately to his doc­ 
to r or ho sp ital clinic. If the p erson 
has arthritis, p romp t medifal treat­ 
ment can not only reliev e the p ain, 
bu t also p rev ent the disease from 
getting worse. 
Arthritis can occu r in many dif­ 
ferent forms. Bu t the:e are two 
general ty p es: acu te and chronic. 
Acu te arthritis, the form to which 
the word "rheu matism’ is mo st com­ 
monly ap p lied, u su ally starts with 
sharp , su dden p ains and swelling 
in one o r more joints. Sometimes 
this lasts a few weeks, then seems 
to go away . 
Chronic arthiitis dev elop s slowly , 
first with stiffness in one jo int, then 
stiffness in o ther p oints which re­ 
mans idefinetly . It is the ty p e of 
arthritis that freq u ently leads to 
p ermanent crip p ling and semi- in­ 
v alidism when negle ted. 
Arthritis is known to resu lt from 
a nu mber of sp ecific infections, al­ 
thou gh the cau se of certian ty p es is 
u nknown. 
Self-treatment is dangerou s for a 
p erson who may hav e arthritis. So- 
called "rheu matism remedies" can 
be dangerou s when they ap p ear to 
giv e temp o rary relief and cau se 
the p atient to p ostp one v isiting his 
doctor and getting the right treat­ 
ment. In adition, su ch home mea­ 
su res as ru bbing a iiainlu l jo int or 
ex ercising it may be harmfu l. The 
doctor is the one to determine the 
cau se of the arthritis and p rescribe 
treatment that wall be best fo r it. 
There is no sp ecial p rev entitiv e 
fo r arthritis, bu t p eop le who observ e 
the ru les of good health, esp ecially 
those who get enou gh rest and av oid 
nerv ou s tensio n and worry , seem less 
likely to get the disease than those 


who are careless and indiferent 
I abou t healthfu l l i v i n g . 
It is estimated there are abou t 
7 000,000 p eop le in the United States 
with chronic arthritis o r some form 
of rheu matism. Mu ch of the p ain 
and crip p ling that it brings, how­ 
ev er, can be av oided with p ro mp t 
medical treatment.
